No. TAMP/2/97-MBPT.— The Authority has passed an order on 27th day of October1998 in respect of the proposal 
of the Mumbai Port Trust (MBPT) for revision of composite towage and pilotage charges, ^ile passing the Order, it was 
stated that the MBPT would send a revised comprehensive listing of the items for Notification.

; (xvl)Anchorage Fees ; 


If a vessel, Boat, Barge and Craft having GUT exceeding 
1500 remains at an anchorage on the expiration of 5 days from 
the day following the completion of Its anchoring, anchorage fee 
at the rate of 1 US Cent per 2 CRT per day or part thereof in 
respect of Foreign-going Vessel and at the rate of 10 Palse per 
2 CRT per day in 'respect of Coastal Vessel/Inland Vessels shall 
be leviable. The vessel occupying the anchorage beyond 30 days 
shall be charged at twice the rate per CRT per day thereafter. 

NOTES ;For the purpose of calculating the period of stay of a 
vessel at an anchorage - 


(1) 'day' means a CElendar day, i.e. the period from the 
midnight of a day to the midnight of the following day;

(2) the period of 5 days will be reckoned from the midnight 
of the day following the day on which the vessel 
completes its anchorage.; 

(3) the day on which the vessel vacates and sails out of the 
Port will be counted for the purpose of the period for 
the levy of the anchorage fees:
